The Serbs, continuing their advance 
along the Breda river, have reached 
the neighborhood of Urbani, where IOO 
prisoners were taken. 
North of Flo­

As a result of heavy engagements 
the allied forces were able to make 
progress on the heights dominating 
the road from Fiorina to Poplli. 
British warship* have been bombard­ 
ing Bulgarian positions in the vicinity 
cf Neuhorif on the east bank of the 
Strufna. near ft* mouth, northeast of 
Salonika, the British war office states. 
On the left of the British position on 
the Macedonian from lu the Doiran 
region, an artillery*,duel of increas­ 
ing Intensity is in progress. 


If the victory of von Mackensen an­ 
nounced by Berlin turns out to be a 
decisive one, the situation may de­ 
velop serioualy for the Rumanians and 
Russians, who have been fighting to 
protect the railroad running from Con- 
stanza, on the Black sea, to Tehoroa- 
voda on the Danube.
